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INES are among the most 

adaptable of plants. They can 
be used effectively to screen un- 
sightly areas. In foliage and in 
flower, they lend a softness to the 
severe architectural lines of porches, 
pergolas, and trellises. Often they can be planted near 
walls or old tree stumps to add a decorative note. 


If you wish to plant rapid-growing vines, choose 
any variety of Ampelopsis or Dutchman’s-pipe, or 
Trumpet Creeper. Wisteria and Silver Lace Vine are 
also rampant growers and will cover a large area in 
a short time. If you want delicate tracery against 
a wall, use English Ivy. The various forms of Honey- 
suckle contribute a brilliant note of color. Euonymus 
Is particularly useful for wall treatment.
